On May 7, the national 
energy board imposed a ban 
on sales of imported gasoline 
west of the Ottawa Valley but 
this ban was ruled unconstitu- 
tional by the Exchequer Court 
earlier this month.

The recent. smog conditions in 
eastern sections of this .continent 
and with even greater séverity in 
Tokyo; the: Quebec Water ‘Board 
Report which this week revealed 
that there is only one relatively 
clean river left in that province; the 
‘growing. evidence on every hand 
that smoke, garbage, sewage, re- 
fuse, wastes, litter and other causes 
of environmental destruction are 
‘getting out of control — all these 
developments “dre lending urgent 
strength to public protests and 
‘demands for governmental action. 


And governments are gradually 
realizing that current anti-pollution 
drives are not-mere fads but urgent 
life-saving defences created by 
people who recognize the dangerous 
trend and are’ convinced that 
something must be done to halt it. 


In the United States last week 
some authorities took emergency 
steps to combat intolerable condi- 
tions. New York’s Mayor Lindsay, 
faced with a mounting ‘toll of smog 
victims and. public demands for 
action, reduced garbage burning .by 
20 per cent and cut down on 
incinerators in city-owned buildings. 
There was talk of prohibiting 
automobiles in the central blocks of 
the city—in New York as in 
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8 the coastal sea. Tiere were even 
threats, in a brief presented to the 


Vancouver sitting of the B.C. | 


Pollution Control Branch, that the 
federal fisheries department would 
close pulp and paper mills if they 
offend. Said-the brief: “It will be 
-more difficult: for. violations. of the 
spirit and letter of the act to remain 
undiscovered.” It added that “some 
conventional pulp mills may be 
forced to. close down.” 

There can be no doubt that an 
aroused public, and the inescapable 
facts.of our deteriorating environ- 
ment, are making ves félt in 
government circles, that the 
new view of pollution will result in 
further restrictive legislation. It is 
only just in time. For even though 


some legislative effects are begin-° — 


ning to be seen, pollution of our 
water and air is still going full blast 


in many places: We are far-from © 


having turned the corner toward a 
more livable world. And many 
governments are still dragging their 
feet into the mew era of action 
against. despoilers of our habitable 
globe. 

A brief presented in Vancouver 
by the Society for Pollution: and 
Environmental Control put the case 
clearly: “It is possible a good deal of 
our idea of industrial progress will 

, turn out to have been a foolish, 
short-sighted view, well sulted only 
to the exhaustion of our forest re- 
source .with maximum ‘speed at 
minimum. cost.” 


Up to His Ankles, ‘But Too Deep: 


ROFESSOR -ARLEIGH H. LAY- 
cock of Edmonton, speaking in 
Toronto, has waded only ankle-deep 
into the stbject of Canadian 
water export to the United States, 
but has gone too far even at that 
depth. i 
He notes that most Canadians 
oppose su@h éxport “despite our 
having done-extremely little —re- 
search on the subject.” That’ in 
itself is sufficient grounds» for 
ing the idea. Canada should 
stay clear of export proposals until 
such time as we know what we 
have, what, we need and what the 
eventual results of export could be. 
Professor Laycock rightly sees 
that it would be the United States 
that would gain through any export 
of Canadian water. Canada would 
lose the water, the valleys that 
would be flooded as reservoirs, and 
sovereignty if a  supra-national 


authority were established to ad- 
minister the water export. With 
these admissidns, Professor Laycock 
suggests that some schemes “would 


servé Canadian. as well as export 


needs.” They would be gains with 
a heavy price. 

Diversions afe far-reaching in 
their effects, on water bodies, on the 
water table, and on the -environ- 
ment. Alberta authorities, for in- 
stance, are already-concerned about 
the effects of damming operatio: 
in British Columbia. ; 

The Alberta university professor 
said all that needs saying in his 
earlies eommient that Canadians are 
against-export: of water to the U.S. 
fre’ spite of limited Canadian re- 
search.on the subject; Certainly no 
suggestion of export should be 
taken seriously. until full research 
has been completed, and probably 
not even then. 


Something Or Nothing Of Value 


ERHAPS-IT IS NOT FAIR TO 
ask how critics can describe a 


new film playing in ‘Victoria as ‘a 
cherished classic” and “an appeal- 
Ing movie”. while .the provincial 


censor says the same entertainment » 


contains “nudity, sex and brutal 
violence.” There is no dichotomy in 
these statements. One pérson’S 
poison.. is. another’s passion.” If 
anything, the conflicting remarks’ 
are an illustration of society's 
changing values. on the one hand, 
and ‘its traditionally cautious 
approach to social change on the 
other. 


The fact that. society condones 
nudity and sex, yet feels it should 
warn people against it, shows that 
our values are in some kind of flux. 
Shedding all the value judgments 


connected with sex and nudity, - 


what Canadians are faced with in 
varying degrees today is . this: 
formerly very private manifesta- 
tions of human behavior are being 


displayed in public. Sex and nudity. 


in themselves are not judged to be 
good or bad. Any expression of sex 
or violence is assessed on whether it 
shows “redeeming ‘social value”; 
“thus the line between pornography

and aft is almost indefinable for 
legal purposes. > . 

The implications: of the new 
permissiveness .in_.. films,.. books, 
magazines and-plays is a subject of 
much debate in the Western world. 
Since Denmark abolished all censor- 


ship, pornography has proliferated 


. but. sex crime rates have declined, 


‘In the United States the » draft 
report of the - President’s “Com: 
mission on Pornography says, “Re- 
search indicates that erotic ma- 
terials do not contribute to the 
development of character. deficits, 
nor operate as 4 significant factor 


in anti-social behavior or in’ crime 


and deliquency causation.” 

More important than any study 
‘results are the reactions of society 
as a whole: to. erotica and pornog- 
raphy.

Economy Dented 


Conditions prevailing before the strike 
will not be restored for some time; and 
nobody i¢ denying that the economy has 
been dented. Still, few strikes have 
ended with such mutual respect and 
goodwill on all sides, again not counting 
the chronically militant minorities faced 
with particularly difficult local situa- 
tions. . 

Two weeks was long énough: to 
demonstrate that disastrous conse- 
quences were not far away. Yet it was 
short enough to avoid-massive layoffs in 
industry, thanks in part to the holiday 
season. The government was spared the 
unpleagantness of using troops to unload 
perishable and essential cargoes, The 


settlement of seven -per cent was 


tolerable.

it not time we found a better way of

The dock strike showed that fair 
solutions can be reached, even now, 
when proper machinery is used. After 
the strike began, the government set up 
an independent court of inquiry, and the 
solution was possible because unions and 
Management agreed to accept its 
proposals. Such good sense is rare. 

The day after settlement the gov- 
ernment disclosed that 5,008,000 days 
were lost from strikes dufing the first 
six months of this year. There were 2,296- 
stoppages, involving’ nearly a million 
workers and most industries. The record 
has been worse only twice since the 
general strike of 1926. 


Wildcat. Strikes 


Only about five per cent of all these 
strikes were official. The others were the 
unpredictable wildcat variety. For in- 
stance, the staff of London's huge 
Waterloo Station took the day off 
recently because one of its members was 
disciplined in a case of missing property. 
Nothing could be done, because the law 
is so loose in its definition of a trade 
dispute and it protects those involved 
from any liability for loss or hardship 
caused to anybody as, a result of the 
dispute. 

Reform has been a recognized need 
for years, even by the unions them- 
selvés. 

In 1962 the Trades Union Congress 
agreed to investigate ‘the possibility of 
reorganizing the structure of both the 


movement with a view to making it | 


better fitted to meet modern industrial 
conditions." But no reorganization, fol- 
lowed. ' Last year the Wilson government 
proposed reforming legislation, iater 
withdrawn in the face of determined 
unhion- opposition. 


‘Cooling-oft’ Period 


Labor first proposed a 28-day “‘cooling- 
off period’ at government discretion, 
fines for workers who took part in 
wildcat strikes and a sécret ballot before 
a strike could be called. By the June 18 
election campaign Harold Wilson was 
deriding Tory proposals for a cooling-off 
period as impractical. 

The Tories propose to make a clear 
distinction in jaw between lawful and 
unlawful strikes; to make collective 
agreements binding on both sides; to 
redefine unions and employer asgocia- 
tions as corporate legal entities capable 


courts to deal with industrial disputes, 
appeals and complaints. 

Labor was hamstrung because the 
unions are an integral part of its 
organization. The Tories have no such 
constraint, And they ate committed to 
proceed, But there is room for a little 
give and take and plenty of consultation. 
The dock strike and the behavior of all 
concerned are a promising prelude to the 
real showdown expected to open later 
this year.

the aid commenced.” The 
errors were in fact of such 
magnitude, he noted, as to 
“make one wonder sometimes 
how any developing country 
ean seriously consider re- 
questing large scale assis-

five times as much. It is 
simple enough for an. illiter- 
ate peasant to handle. And it 
is comparatively harmless to 
human beings’ — compared at 


least with 1 a killer like para- 
thion, ‘which murders at the 
touch. 


Supposing Mr. Kenndn’s 
watchdog nations should de- 
cide to ban DDT the world 
over, What can be used to 
save the world’s already 
inadequate food crops, a third 
‘of them lost to insects even 
with the use of DDT? Who is 
going to pay five times as 
much for parathion or some- 
thing equally costly and lethal 
in India, Pakistan; the Phil- 
lippines?

Who wo6uld compensate 
these farmers for the pro- 
duce they might still try to 
save with DDT, stricken from 
the permitted entry list of 
imports by the rich industrial 
nations? Would these richer 
nations care to make up the 
difference? 

This is not merely or even 
primarily a question of 
charitable interest or compas- 
sion.

Gov, Francis W. Sargent 
signed the bill Thursday night, 
ending a long effort to cHange 
the 43-year-old compulsory lia- 
bility insurance law under 
which the state’s 2.5 million mo- 
torists pay the highest auto in- 
surance premiums in the U.S. 

The key feature of the no-fault 
bill requires that a driver's own 
insurance company réimburse 
him for medical bills and lost 
wages up to $2,000 regardless of 
who was at fault in an accident, 

Suits for “pain and suffering” 
are ruled out when medical bills 
are less than $500, except for 
certain cases involving perma- 
nent physical damage. Persons 
whose medical bills and lost 
wages exceed $2,000 can sue for 
the additional amount. 

Advocates say the no-fault 
plan should make lower rates 
possible because it will elimi. 
nate the costs of lawsuits for 
the amounts under $2,000. 

To assure a reduction in 
premiums, the legislature added 
to the bill a requirement that all 
rates—liability, property dam- 
age, fire-theft and collision—be 
reduced 15 per cent. 

Insurance companies, whose 
rates in the stafe have been 
frozen since 1967, say they are 
losing money and object to the 
enforced reduction.

Did you know that too much sun can do more than give 
you. a burn that is painful and even dangerous? When 
exposure to the sun is enough to fry your tender skin it also

What happens to give you a stemach-ache is that the 
sunburn starts up the machine in your body that produces an 
increased amount of gastric secretion. Severe overexposure 
to the ultraviolet ight of the sun’s rays may also produce 
inflammatory changes in your stomach. Your doctor will call 
it gastritis. 

The indigestion you may get during a good case of 
sunburn is probably due to release of the substance called 
histamine. Besides being the cause of an increase in the

SALINAS, Calif. (AP) — 
Cesar Chavez’s farm workers 
union. and the Teamsters Union 
agreed this week to let Chav- 
ez's union organize vegetable 
workers in the Salinas Valley,| 
ending a bitter jurisdictional 
battle between the two unions. 

The agreement, reached 
through mediation of the Catho- 
lic Bishops’ Committee on 
Farm Labor, gives Chavez fu- 


ture jurisdiction over organizing 
field workers in lettuce and veg- 
etable crops in the valley 135 
miles south of San Francisco. 


Chavez, who recently cli- awe 


maxed. a five-year struggle by 
signing contracts with virtually 
all California table grape grow- 
ers, agreed to stay out of 
Teamster jurisdictions in can- 
neries, creameries, processing 
plants, warehouses and truck- 
ing. 

Chavez told a news confer- 
ence his: United-Farm Workers 
Organizing Committee now will 
press for negotiations with pro- 
duce growers, 

Chavez claimed support of 90 
per cent of the 7,000 workers in 
the Salinas area.

DIVORCE MYTHS | 
A Necessary Evil 
—Separate Ways 


By Jack Scott 


If somebody at a party, say, were to-point out 
Marney Stevenson and tell you that she’d broken up 
more homes than any other woman in Victoria you 
might wonder how a nice girl like that went astray. 


Fact is. that,Marney is a lawyer, perhaps the 
busiest in Victoria’s divorce courts, herself 20 happy 
years in the matrimonial ring, mother of two and a 
woman who looks upon her specialty almost as a 
necessary evil. 


“Often it’s the only way out of an 
impossible situation,” she will tell you, ‘‘but 
every divorce can be described as a defeat 
of ‘human relations, When, it's a defended 
action it can be an emotional, terrible, 
heart-breaking thing. I always feel that if I 


in Victoria, In the past five years, 
she thadn’t planned it -this way, ‘her 


~ Beott “ance argagements, custody of the children 
and those other me: sy results, of marriage-on-the-rocks. 


“A clientele like this comes mainly from word-of-mouth and 
because so often people with family problems tend to group 
together,” she explains. “The other night, for instance, I went 
into the Stratheona for a drink after work. There was a table 
with six women and a man at it. I suddenly realized that I'd been 
legally involved in the matrimonial affairs of each of them.” 


There are, it seems, a surprising number of inaccurate 
generalities and accepted myths about divorce that-amuse or 
irritate gery Jawyer in the field.

Myth: Victoria is a quiet little backwater of older, contented 
‘couples who'd rather fight than switch. (“‘Nonsense,”” says 
Marney. ‘‘There’s no lawyer in Vancouver any busier than I am 
in Victoria. On a per capita basis the divorce rate here may be 
higher than anywhere else in Canada. It is certainly not less.” 


Myth: Nine out of every 10 divorces are granted to women 
against men. ‘(‘‘Absolutely false,” says Marney. “For every 
three women who are granted a divorce there are two men. You 
might imagine that my own clients would be mostly women, 
perhaps thinking that a—woman lawyer would be more 
sympathetic with their problems, but, in fact, for every woman 
who walks through that door there’s a man.’’) 


Myth: The early years of marriage are the dangerous years 
and economic problems, wrangling over where the money goes, 
are the hang-ups that most often cause separation. (‘‘There’s only 
one basic cause for divorce: People,” says Marney. “In x 
every year is the year. rushing into it 
without experience may lead to divorce, but just as significant a 
group are those of 40 and over. Very often they've been so busy 
‘and involved in having kids, getting established and working, that 
when the kids have grown and gone they look at each other, 
really look at each other, for the first time in 20 years, and find 
they can’t stand each other.

“As for economic problems, sure, they’re often a factor, but 
today: there are as many people in the upper-income brackets 


getting divorces as in the lower-income brackets. No, the cause is 
people and, the kind of society we're living in today.’’) 


‘Myth: Women invariably weep at the moment of legal 
parting, ~whatever thay may have thought of the clod they 
divorced, (“Generalizing again,”* says Marney. “There are 
women who come from the court with tears streaming down their 
face, but as many more are radiant and can’t wait to get you 
over to the Cherry Bank for a victory drink. Often, too, there’s 
genuine hate, particularly in the financial settlement, and a 
woman with hate doesn’t cry.’") 


Myth: Women will generally put up with a bad marriage for 
the sake of the children. “It’s more often the thinking of the 
husband,”” says Marney. ‘Men will often stay with wives they 
can't stand because of the possibility of losing day-to-day contact 
with the children if he moves out. Most husbands have the 
mistaken’ idea that the courts will automatically grant the wife 
ieustody of the children and it’s a common thing for them to stay 
on rather than risk that.'’) 


Marney dismisses the idea that a woman lawyer, or a man, 
for that matter, can do much in the way of repairing a shattered 


partnership.

“Tt’s part of our duty, set out in the Divorce Act, to advise on 
the possibilities of reconciliation and to suggest what marriage 
counselling or guidance is available,” she explains, “but 
counselling involves counselling both sides and under our 
adversary system you can’t see both. I tell my clients what their 
situation, is, from a legal point of view, and tell them it’s up to

City officials said today 
they are uncertain whether 
the CPR has received renewal 
of a foreshore lease on two 
parcels of Inner Harbor land. 

The parcels include prop- 
erty at the foot of Menzies 
Street and the CPR’s new 
ferry dock at the foot of 
Oswego. 

Following a Thursday. meet- 

ing of Victoria council, city 
solicitor T, P. O’Grady has 
been instructed fo ask the 
federal department of trans- 
port: 
@ Whether the DOT has 
or has not yet granted 
renewal; of the Jease which 
expired on April 19, 1970. 

@ Whether the CPR has 
fulfilled its obligations with 
the DOT jn the way it has 
sought renewal. 

Ald. Peter Pollen charged 
that the lease had been re- 
newed without consultation 
with city officials. Pollen’s in- 


formation about jhe lease 
came froma carefully-worded 
letter from the DOT to the 
city which seemed to imply 
that the lease had been 
renewed, 

But close reading of the 
letter, says one city official, 
makes it impossible to tell 
whether the lease has been 
renewed or not, 

“Why the mystery?” asked 
Pollen today; —‘‘Is-the CPR 
beyond the control of the 
federal government? Why 
does this have to go on behind 
the scenes in Ottawa?” 

City hall sources say that if 
the CPR has fulfilled certain 
clauses in its agreement with 
the DOT, the lease can be 
renewed without recom- 
mendation from the city. 

One of these clauses pro- 
vides that the CPR has to 
make formal application for 
renewal in the three months 


prior to the expiration of the 
lease. 

This would be the three 
months before April 19. Pollen 
has said he does not believe 
the CPR ever made a formal 
application within the three 
months prior to the April 
expiry date, 

This issue is important, he 
says, because it means the 
DOT will have to listen to the 
city’s views on the CPR lease 
before granting renewal. 

The lands covered by the 
lease include property at the 
foot of Menzies Street and the 
CPR’s new ferry docks fuir- 
ther down the harbor.
